First, new methods of advertising which places a 
chilling affect on those communities which. could 
provide-good-sound-housing~for-alt sites” 

Secondly, the need for second front pioneering by 
both Whites and Blacks, and Thirdly, and of most im- 
portance, the need for those persons to report 
discrimination and follow through with complaints when 
findings are made. 

Presently, there is proposed legislation called the 
Ominous Housing Act of 1977, which is designed to give 
assistance in the rebuilding of central cities through new 
construction and rehabilitation: Special incentives are 
being considered to attract middie income families back 
into_.the mainstream of Urban_ living. 

This proposed legislation also is designed to raise the 
maximum_mortgage amount under the basic FHA Séc- 
tion 203(B) single-family program from $45,000 ‘to 
$60,000. With this program a formula has been presented 
to make possible lower down payments. Even though the 
cost of hosing is increasing, this possibility of lower 
down payments will open more doors to families for 
home ownership. 

The Federal Housing Administration, Section 235 
Homeownership Subsidy program is expected to have 
ceiling raises to «a high of $38,000 in high cost areas. 
Section 312 rehabilitation loans will be affected similarly. 
The bill provides contract authority for about 350,000 
units of subsidized rental housing under the Section 8 
lease subsidy and traditional public housing program. 

The proposed legislation is supposed to be a tran- 
sititonal bill; ends up with eight parts, not counting Com- 
munity Development amendments. 

The State of Ohio in its effort to generate housing for 
low and medium income families is doing so through a 
vote of the electorate on Issue 3. The issue provides for

rehabilitation. The providing of low cost housing is to be 
achieved through the reducing of interest rates. The 
providing of housing at reasonable cost is the slogan 
being used for this issue. 

We all are aware that the cost of housing has sky 
rocketed in the past few ‘years. For those persons 
desirous. of the American dream of owning one's.own 
home is fading rapidly for the majority of the population. 

Our review of this Issue indicates that the programs as 
designed are structured to meet the housing needs of 
middie income Ohioans. The Department of. Economic 
and Community Development, State of Ohio, Housing 
needs study of 1975 points up because of sub-standard, 
over-crowding and high rent conditions; there is a total 
need of 58,713 units within the Columbus SMSA. 
—The Federal-and-State efforts are not-strong enough to 
generate housing, which is to provide safe, and sanitary 
conditions for the poor, or low income individuals. = 

In our everyday experiences with persons bringing 
numerous kinds of housing problems and conditions to 
dur attention, we have found that most of these clients 
were not apprised of the housing services available to 
them. Such as: How, where and when to file housing 
discrimination complaints. What is discrimination: 
Assistance through housing inspections; How to ef- 
fectively utilize existing landlord-tenant law; Methods to 
-be-used.to protect mortgages from foreclosure; Effective 
communication with rental managers; etc. 

The Housing Opportunity Center is a comprehensive 
housing services provider with experienced staff 
available to discuss; through seminars and on an in- 
dividual basis, assistance in resolving many housing 
problems. In order to participate and utilize the services 
individually and collectively, one needs merely contact 
the agency. All problems are not easily resolved, 
however, staff will give its -best effort in each case. 

Efforts .on_the local level must be more thoroughly 
organized, better planned, and more methodically 
carried through. As we are presently approaching our 
housing problems they are geared toward bandaid ser- 
vices. All concernés in the area of providing equal op- 
portunity in housing, and safe sanitary housing con- 
ditions for all citizens must be made a priority. Unkept 
neighborhoods and non protected housing affects the 
city in total. . 

In 1970 when Housing Opportunity Center opened its 
doors to provide services, it was very evident that 
discrimination in housing was occurring and was very 
much unchecked in the area of rental and sales. At that 
time-it was not too difficult to detect a denial because of 
race, creed, religion, and national origin, because 
people were very blatant and plain forward informed you 
that “we don't rent to Colored." The day of sophisticated 
(subtle) discrimination had not arrived. However, from 
the day of bringing our first complaint up to tober, 
1977, things have really changed. In fact, the practice of 
discrimination is so sophisticated that most persons 
would never suspect that the might: have been denied 
housing illegally. : . 

A local study was undertaken recently to determine 
the degree of discrimination occurring in selected com- 
munities. This study verified that discrimination still oc- 
curs in single sales and rental offerings. From systematic 
audits it was found that Blacks are discriminated against 
more often when tyring to purchase a home than when 
searching for rental housing. 

Persons were discriminated against in the quoting of 
different interests rates than White’. Steering was very 
prevalent by both Black and White realtors. Some racial 
remarks were made by ‘White salespersons to White 
clients as to neighborhoods. Most of the time higher 
down payments were requested of Blacks than Whites. 
These are only a few of the differences in treatment ex- 
perienced by auditors in sales. 

While auditing a select group of apartment complexes 
and other units for rent, we found that Blacks are treated 
differently from Whites_in that most of the time. credit 


requirements are higher for Blacks, Blacks ete ysually... 


told that “there are long waiting list": Most of the time 
Blacks were not requested to complete applications: 
many~times—-Blacks--were falsely~informed—as~ to 
availability Of unitse 

The following thought must be given long and 
thorough consideration. If housing had been offered on 
an equal basis from the day of Pearl Harbo? (World War 
11), and all citizens had been able to purchase or rent 
housing ‘in neighborhoods of their choice, and where 
they could afford to live. There would have been no 


wars ny our COUMS ToUay. 

Discriminatory housing practices as they have taken 
Place across the years and continue today effects us all 
socially and financially. We can't afford to allow people 
separation to continue because of discrimination oc- 
curring in the market place. 

Discrimination comes in many ways and forms. Many 
times it started at our highest levels of government 
housing programs, and was carried through to the 
market place, and financial institutions. Because of such 
a long string of action, and the implications of and from 
these actions, the majority of the people don't know or 
realize ‘that they are experiencing discrimination. 

You have heard advocates of Fair Housing state “don't 
ouke no for an answer.” This statement means have your 
denial checked out if you have any reason to believe that 
you qualified for the housing sought. We encourage you 
to look all over the city for housing because now is the 
time to find many good buys and rentals. 

To bring about assured equal opportunity for all, we 
must be concerned that each level of government prac- 


tice the role as line by law, and that the spirit of the law . 


is carried through by those persons, coun and _in- 
stitutions which make up the housing industry. We must 
insure that adequate funds are available for urban re- 
investment. 

When we begin to make our total city more attractive 
by upgrading conditions, physically and environmentally 
and begin to maintain what we have in housing in a safe 
and sanitary condition, protecting it like the natural 
resource it is, then and only then will we be able to 
stabilize neighborhoods. Housing conditions must be 
brought to a plain of decency, free from decay and 
neglect, which will attract people back to our urban cen- 
ters of Columbus, Ohio. 

As Black and White citiznes of Columbus the op- 
portunity is ours. The question what will we do with it?

Duncan Made

The Grand Jury system. was_in- 
stalled as one of the checks and 
balances of our’ judicial system. It 
. was initiated to allow a group of 
peers of the accused to hear 
evidence of probable cause to pur- 
sue prosecution. That simply. means 
that the evidence against the ac- 
cused is analyzed and from that 
scrutiny, a decision made on the 
strength of the evidence, as to 
whether the person should be sent 
for trial. 
The same function is served by 
arraignment in some prosecutions. 
When the grand jury decides that 
on the basis of evidence, there is suf- 
ficient reason to question the guilt or 
innocence of the person or persons 
involved, it issues what is called an 


indictment. As indictment may in- - 


volve One count or question of guilt 
or several. ; 

The Grand Jury was initiated to 
protect citizens from unjust 
harassment and undue calls to trial 
based on petty grievances or poorly 
devised evidence. Its intention was 
the protection of rights and 
réputation of the supposedly guilty. 

Through the years the inherent in- 
tent_of the Grand Jury, one of the 

“most solid cornerstones of our 
system of jurisprudence, has been 
subverted and now the Grand Jury is 
all too often used as a political hat- 
chet. ; 

Part of the abuse. of the Grand Jury 
system is based on a public miscon- 
ception-of-what an indictment really 


is. Many, many people in our society _ 


believe that a Grand Jury indictment 
is tantamount to guilt, which is far 
from the truth. 

Let us make the point through a 
simple example. Let‘us say that a 
coconut cream pie is stolen and 
eaten by someone ina fraternity 
house. One member of the fraternity 
is discovered with the pie in his 
mustache and on his fingers. The 
owner of the pie accuses him Of 
stealing the pie. 

A review board (Grand Jury) is a 
part of the grievance system in the 
house. The supposed pie thief is 
brought before: .the group, i 
determine guilt but the possibilty o 
his being the thief. The evidence of 
the pie traces is considered strong

evidence that he may have eaten the 
pie. It is then determined that he 
could have eaten the pie. So he is 
bound over to the judicial board of 
the house to have the evidence 
against him judged while at the same 
time allowing him to establish his 
defense. 

In the course of his appearance 
before the judicial board it is deter- 
mined that he found the empty pie 
pan and scooped up the remains with 
his fingers and licked it off, a habit 
he developed as a child. He is not 
guilty of stealing the pie. 

Were that simple example to be 
magnified to amore grave crime, 
either civic or criminal; the grievance 
committee would have served the 
‘same function as the Grand Jury. As 
you saw, the evidence of the pie 
traces was certainly sufficient to take 
the case the next step to the judicial 
board. That is like indicting a person 
and taking them to trial. 

You also saw that though the 
evidence against the fraternity 
brother seemed overwhelming, he 
was eventually proven not guilty. 

Because so many people believe 
that an indictment is a declaration of 
guilt, the Grand Jury indictment has 
become a potent political weapon to 
hatchet people and to beat them 
down with the stigma of guilt when in 
fact guilt has not been. proven. 

This abuse of the intent of the 
Grand Jury System manifests itseif in 
many forms. Controversial people 
and unpopular people in the black 
community and other communities 
are brought before Grand Juries to 
embarrass. them and bring them 
down a few notches. One political 
party uses the Grand Jury system to 
paint the stigma of dishonesty on the 
other. One power group in a county 
uses’ the system to question the 
propriety of their adversaries in their 
private-or public lives. The possible 
guilt of famous people or those from 
powerful families are often pursued 
through the Grand Jury system rather 
than by simple arraignment. 


We are seeing the prostitution of 
the Grand Jury system, often as a 
tool of vengeance. Like so many. 
other-things in our society, this sub- 
verting of the system is often direc- 
ted at blacks and members of the 
black community.

State Issues Fuss Looms 


Although 1977 is a so-called “off year” election year 

in Ohio, the pros and cons arguments for or against at 

least three of the four constitutional amendments ap- 

pearing on’ the Nov. 8 ballot are virtually certain to 

. generate a type of atmosphere experienced only in a 

vigorougly fought statewide political campaign. 
four constitutional proposals will appear on the 
ballot as Issue No. 1, issue No. 2, Issue No. 3 and 
Issue No. 4. 

Issue 1, the so-called “instant” voter registration,.is 
a device cooked ‘up by the Democratic controlled 
Ohio Legisiature and-Ohio labor leaders. Opponents 
of the issue, headed by Dr. Arthur Peterson, widely 
known liberal Republican, is seeking to repeal the 
controversial issue 1. y 

Issue 2. adpealina to the fancy of a group who con- 
tends that trapping animals is cruel and inhumane 
and another group which maintains that the animals 
are a pest and a detriment. to farmers and small 
vegetable patch growers. 

Issue 3, which has bipartisan support, authorizes 
the xtate to lend its aid and credit to individuals, 
associations, companies to borrow money for housing 
and rehabilitation of the dwellings and to make direct 
loans for low and moderate income housing. 

issue 4, would relax the debt limit for the state 
aimed. at making it easier to finance capital im- 
provement programs. Like Issue 3, Issue 4, was 
placed on the ballot by legislation acting on recom- 
mendations of the former-Ohio Constitutional 
Revision Commission, charged with providing ways of 
liberalizing the State Constitution, 

Issue 1 and 3, are the two which are apt to attract 
the most concern of the black populace. Since Issue 
1 Is the brain child of the labor-Democrat com- 
bination,.and since a vast majority of blacks are loyal 
to both organizations, it goes without saying that 
blacks will be deeply involved with the anti-repeal for- 
ces 


Issue 3, designed to benefit both low and moderate 
income families, naturally carries a strong appeal to 
the fancy of blacks and other minorities. It has the 
blessing of Republican Gov. James A. Rhodes and 
black State Rep. John D, Thompson Jr., of Cleveland 
ie. be campaigning statewide for approval of the 
issue. 

While all four issues will naturally draw some atten- 
tion, it is the controversial Issue 1 on which the most 
money will be spent and the most fuss made. For it is 
a creature of the Democratic dominated Legislature, 
supported to the proverbial hilt by organized labor 
and has the blessing of President Jimmy Carter and 
his- administration. ~ - 7 

Consequently, we are certain to see a slam-bang, 
mud-slinging campaign with Democrats and Labor on 
one side, and Republicans who are hoping to garner 
support of independents and middle-of-the-roaders in 
their quest to repeal the one stop voting issue.

COUNTING THE JOBLESS ° 


Now that the unemployment rate is firmly below the 
double-digit level there seems to be less national - 
sas or about dealing with the problem of joblessness. + 

That's a mistake — and a big one at that. People in and 
out of government have become mesmerized by 
statistics and projections that show the unemployment 
rate moving downward by steps. The Administration has 
said it expects unemployment to fall below five percent 
by 1981, and if it believes that, then it is leaning on a very 
shaky reed. 

Actually, unemployment remains unconscionably high « 
and there's no real downturn in sight. Federal job- - 
creation programs will make only a minimal impact on 
the problem and thére'’s little indication that the private 


sector. increces Ho-bising ese ugh-to-make-a-dent-in-- 


in the ranks of the jobless. 

In_fact, the numbers of jobs in the private sector have 
been expanding, while the numbers of unemployed have 
not declined appreciably, What that means is that the 
private sector is creating enough jobs for skilled and 
be people, but the rest of the work force is unable to 

nefit. 

And_at- the very root of the problem is the strange sit- 
uation that few people can. even agree.on_how. many — 


w 

ployment. They are based on survey data that counts as 
unemployed individuals who are not currently working 
and who say they are actively looking for work. They 
count as employed, people who are working part time, 
even a few hours a week, although they want and need 
full-time jobs. 4 

Now that may be a way to keep the books, but it 
doesn't give an accurate picture of the job market. It 
doesn’t count people who have given up looking for jobs 
because they're not available. It doesn’t even count 
these “discouraged workers” as being part-of the labor 
force. at all. 

So official unemployment statistics don't give an ac- 


curate picture of joblessness. The National Urban 7” 


League's Hidden Unemployment index, which includes 
ates sed who say they want work and involuntary part-time 
workers; Is consistently about double the official rate. 
. That’s important for two basic reasons that go far 
beyond mere statistical accuracy. First is the scope of 
the problem. If Congressmen and Administration of- 


fictals accept .official figures that understate true em-. 


ployment, there’s less urgency to do anything about 
the problem. 3 ‘ 

Second, the official unémployment statistics. are used 
as trigger mechanisms for a variety of federal economic 
aid programs. When a-ocality’s jobless rate passes a 
certain point — the trigger — additional federal funds and 
ee go into effect. 

This factor adds a further difficulty with the official 
adequate to measure 
the unemp' t that, exists in limited geographical 
areas. And like many other federal statistics, they don't 
pinpoint the situation within standardized areas. 

‘Most cities are lumped together with their surrounding 
suburbs for such purposes, so the full employment in the 
middie class suburbs tends to cancel out inner-city 
misery and deny to hard-pressed urban neighborhood 
the-funds and” rams théy need. ’ 

All of this and more wilt be examineu by a new high 


level commission that will study the official unemploy-- 


ment statistics and make recommendations for changes. 

It doesn't take much to figure out that this is a politic. 
ally explosive area. There's ‘& vested interest in rosy 
figures. Numbers that show mass misery wind up Putting 


pressure on political leaders to do something about it,,at.

The performers have been 
olacks, but somehow the 
placks. may start liking the 
deas of the best the stage 
can offer. 

There is a dire need of 
sultural tastes and demand 
for the tops in perfor- 
mance. There is no longer

argon: “Oh, well, they are

them to do better.” 


The trend that the 
sorority takes is away from 
hat setting for black 


pleasure time activity to 
he offering of the best to 
pe had. Such a course will 
ead to a black public that 
will eventually come into 
ts own and a full par- 
icipant in the programs of 
line _arts. haessie 

Contrast the actions of 
he two sororities, one 
cicking up its heels in a 
good time at the races 
maybe it was’ a~ mere 
social event), and the other 
sultivating a. public taste 
or finer things. 

Certainly the programs 
»f the Deltas over the years 
vave manifested the efforts 
a cultured group of 
adies. They have always 
ffered fine entertainment 
© raise money for scholar- 
ships. 

They are college people 
and demonstrate their 
jesire to apprise the other 
slack people of some of 
he fine things they have 
net in their education 
climb. This is certainly a 
Jesirable undertaking on 
he part of the sorors, for 
rot only have they looked 
o their education to 
yrepare them for their 
socational pursuits, they 
indertake to pass some of 
he fine things they have 
earned onto their black 
seople who have not been 
30 fortunate.

So many black educated 
are satisfied to pour all 
their learning into advan- 
cement in their vocational 
drive, but the Deltas; steer 
away from that norm to 
pass some of the_ infor- 
mation on to the people of 
lower educational attain- 
ment. 

It should be the effort of 
all to help the lower rung 
brother to learn more 
about what is in his world. 
Perhaps it is not the direct 
intent of Delta Sigma Theta 
to cultivate finer tastes in 
the black theatre-going 
people, but they have in- 
troduced a trend that can 
go in that direction. 

The Columbus Sym- 
phony Orchestra has two 
black artists on this 
season's schedules, but 
going by statistics of other 
times, black attendance 
will be mighty scarce. It 
can be predicted that the 
pattern of introducing 
Columbus blacks to high 
entertainment such as the 
Deltas have brought to the 
theatre, future symphony 
concerts might find the 
audience peppered with 
color? 

There is no doubt that 
the black public can 
acquire a taste for the finer 
things in entertainment. An 
appreciation for other fine 
things can develop. 

An East High School 
teacher took four black 
students and coached 
them to a championship of 
the “In the Know" con- 
tests. To win that cham- 
pionship in the school year 
of 1975-76, the students 
had to have a knowledge 
of fine paintings, classical 
music and literature. 

If four black high school 
students acquired an ap- 
preciation of those fine 
arts through the coaching 
of a white teacher, so can 
the black public gradually 
come to. like something 
other than the artistic 
roughage that has been

It can be conjectured 
that the Delta Sorority is 
opening a pathway by the 
excellent entertainment it 
has brought to the city 
recently. 

As was said above, the 
sorority may not have 
programmed itself to 
develop a cultural taste in 
the black public, but it has 
begun just that in seeking 
out the finest in the enter- 
tainment field to show the 
people of Columbus in its 
scholarship money raising 
efforts. 

It deserves a medal for 
not only pioneering, but 
persevering in giving its 
theatre public its moneys 
worth, which can lead into 
a trend towards a well 
cultured uppercrust of 
blacks.
